legislature which meets tomorrow are sure 
The signs all point to a fight 
Aiabama politics has ever 
known and that, in view of the experiences 
of the past, is saying a great deal. The 
question whether the action of the legis- 
lature, taken at its regular session ordering 
a constitutional convention, shall or shall 
not be repealed is one bound to be far- 
reaching in its effects upon Alabama af- 
fairs. for there is involved in it not only 
party politics, but a great quantity of per- 
sonal ambition and personal poiitics as 
well. 

Aside from the merits of the main ques- 
tion, there are arrayed against each other 
two strong elements each ready to fight 
to the death, if it is necessary, to accom- 
plish its end. On one side there is a strong 
element of active and able men who are 
fighting to regain the position in party af- 
fairs which they once held, and on the 
other side is the governor of the state, 
whose fight is not only to retain the grip 
which he now has, but to strengthen it 
for the future. I do not mean by this, to 
impugn the position on the main question 
of the constitutional convention which any 
of these gentlemen hold. They are undoubt- 
edly. earnest—the one lot in favor of the 
convention: the other in their belief that 
it is dangerous to the party and to the 
state for this convention, in view of the 
Way things have been manipulated, to be 
heid. But it is undeniably true that per- 
60nal politics does enter into this contest 
to a very great extent. If it were not for 
this there would be no explaining the very 
great bitterness which prevails. Men do not 
fly at each other’s throats over such ab- 
stract propositions as the restriction of the 
suffrage, no matter how sincere their 
views may be. This contest, however, has 
resolved itself into a determination on the 
part of the advocates of the convention to 
kill off Governor Johnston if they can, and 
a similar determination on the part of the 
governor and his friends to keep down a 
lot of fellows who are fighting them. 

Legislature Meets Today. 

The legislature begins its special session 
at noon tomorrow. It is called for the spe- 
cific purpose, as set forth in the govern- 
or’s message, of considering the question of 
repeal of the acts providing for the hold- 
ing of a constitutional convention, which 
Was passed at the regular session of the 
legislature last winter and received the ap- 
proval of the governor himself on the 16th 
of December; to consider and submit 
amendments to the constitution of the 
state, and to consider a primary election 
law. 

The governor issued this call after he had 
polled the legisiature and had satisfied him- 
self that a majority of the senate and a 
majority of the house favored the repeal 
of that act. He is confident that the bill 
providing for repeal will pass both houses. 
While he is strongly criticised for his op- 
Position to the constitutional convention— 
or rather for the fact that he did not make 
either by 
fighting the bill when it was before the 
legislature, or by vetoing it when it was 
submitted to him—he claims that the condi- 
tions have changed very 
that the change in®condition warrants his 
action. He says he did nct fight the bill 
When it was before the legisiature for the 
reason that there was every assurance then 
that there would be no attempt to use the 
Party lash and to force democrats to vote 
for the holding of the constitutional con- 
Vention by making it a party measure. 
All of this, it will be recalied, developed 
later when the democratic state convention, 
by a small majority, adopted resolutions 
Making it a party measure, and practically 
Proscribing any member of the democratic 
Darty who might see fit to vote against 
the proposition. 

Where the Mistake Was Made. 

It is claimed by tie governor and his 
friends that this action on the part of the 
State convention which had been called for 
@ specific purpose and the subsequent sim- 
lar action of the democratic state commit- 
tee have caused a revolt among the demo- 
Crats of the state such as has seldom been 
known before, and that they are over- 
whelmingly in ‘favor of the repeal of the 
Constitutional convention act. That there 
fs much truth in this contention {s shown 
by the expressions of members of the leg- 
ivature themselves who voted for the 
act last winter and who are now recorded 
®n the side of repeal. It seems very clear 
that had not this action of the state con- 
Vention been taken ‘and had there been un

acceptance of the populist suggestion that 
members of that party be given the same 
infinitesimal representation in the consti- 
tutional convention that it has in the leg- 
islature the white péople of the state 
would have been practically a unit in fa- 
vor of the constitutional convention and 
would have so voted when the question $s 
submitted to them. But there have been 
Mistakes and these mistakes have been 
magnified and pfayed upon by personal am- 
bitions, until now it scems a safe predic- 
tion that whatever may be the upshot of 
this fight before the special session of the 
legislature, the‘ constitutional 
will be defeated when 
by the people. 

While there is an effort on the part of 
the governor and his friends to make it 
appear that the advocates of the con- 
vention are principally the gold bolters and 
the representatives of corporate interests 
throughout the state, there is in reality 
very little natienal] politics in this fights 
To claim that Johnston alone must be rec- 
ognized as the representative of the silver 
cause, in the face of the fact that Sena- 
tor Morgan and Senator Pettus, and all 
of the members of the congressional dele- 
gation, are on the other side, is to arrogate 
to the governor a prominence in the silver 
fight to which he is not entitled. It is true 
that he was the nominee of the party in 
the contest which was the real figiit between 
the silver and the gold elements in Ala- 
bama, but that does not mean tnat Gov- 
ernor Johnston is any more a silver man 
than Senator Morgan or Senator Pettus or 
Congressman Bankhead, Congressman Stal- 
lings, Congressman Brewer, General 
Wheeler, State Chairman Bob Lowe, Colo- 
nel Bil! Denson, Colonel John Tomlinson 
and a host of others who are now oppos- 
ing the governor. It is true that arrayed 
with these men are Dick Clarke and Gen- 
eral Harrison, and a number of less prom- 
inent men who were bolters in 1896, but who 
have come back into the party; but it is 
not true that either side represents democ- 
racy any more than the other side does. 

Caucus in Governor’s Office. 

The governor believes that the vast ma- 
jority of the democrats of the state are in 
favor of repeal. At a caucus held in his 
office this afternoon, at which there were 
present a number of the members of the 
legislature who are most prominent in ad- 
vocating repeal, the whole ground was gone 
over and it was announced that there Was 
no possible question of the passage of tie 
repeal bill through both the senate and 
the house. It is acknowledged that the 
margin is narrow, with a number of men 
doubtful, but Governor Johnston puts none

On the other hand, Chairman Lowe, who 
got in today from Birmingham, and who 
‘s perhaps the most active man in fighting 
the governor's repeal proposition, seems 
confident that a repeal bill can never go 
through the house.da d his friends 
claim that they have surances to this 
effect. Inasmuch as Ahe governor's as- 
surances are most of’ them in black and 
white, and seemingly equally positive, it 
is very evident that some fellows are play- 
ing to both sides. 

The opponents of repeal say that the 
pledges given the governor are not going 
to stand, for the reason that many of them 
were given before the state committee, hagi 
by the decisive vote of 18 to 7 . indors@d, the 
constitutional convention as a party meas- 
ure, adopting resolutions which practically 
mean the reading out of the party of every 
democrat who secs fit to vote against the 
constitutional convention. This was in ef- 
fect the action of the state convention, but 
for some reason the subsequent action of 
the state committee seems to be given great- 
er weight that the action of the convention 
itself. Perhaps this is due to the fact that 
in the committee the vote was overwhelm- 
ing, while in the convention it was very 
close. 

The governor and his friends do not be- 
lieve that this has changed any votes on the 
part of members of the legislature. One 
result of- it. however, has been to bring 
about some very interesting complications. 
For instance, the county committees in a 
number of counties have said in effect that 
democrats can vote any way they choose 
without losing their standing in their party, 
while the state committee, on the other 
hand, says that they are to be read out of 
the party unless they vote one way. 

Will Be a Bitter Contest. 

It is evidently to be a hard and bitter 
fight. As it has progressed, the original 
question of restricting negro suffrage has 
lost sight of. Nobody 
hears anything of the restriction of negro 
suffrage or of the great desire on the part 
of the democratic politicians of Alabama 
to purge themselves of the frauds for which 
their consciences were a short while ago 
punishing them so severely. Perhaps after 
they settle whether Joe Johnston is to be 
on top, there will be time enough to get 
back to the main question. 

Just now, however, the most interesting 
question of all is that raised by Senator 
(Morgan, who contends that the legislature 
has no power to repeal its former act, be- 
cause in taking that action it, in effect, 
handed the question on to the people of 
the state, and with the signature of the 
constitutional convention act, the matter 
passed into the hands “of the people, and 
could not be recalled. Of course, that is 
not a legal or technical expression of the 
senator's position, wh:ch ig set forth in two 
long letters printed today in a special edi- 
tion of The Birmingham Age-Herald. In 
commenting upon the governor's action in 
reconvening the legislature in special ses- 
sion, Senator Morgan says: 

“In doing this, the governor has either 
overlooked or disregarded the fact that he 
has no constitutional duty to perform in 
amending the organic law of Alabama.

GILMORE IS HELD A PRISONER. 


Admiral Dewey Informs Department 
of Fate cf Yorktown Crew. 
Washington, May 1.—The following cable- 
gram has been received from Admiral 
Dewey: 

Manila, April 30.—Secretary — 
Washington: Apparently reliable in- 
formation, ten of the Yorktown boat 
«erew, including Gilmore, are prisoners at 
insurgent headquarters. Am continuing 
investigation. DEWEY. 


Inasmuch as there were fifteen members 
of the Yorktown party captured by the 
Filipinos at Baler and as Admiral Dewey 
accounts for only ten of them, it is feared 
that the other five have been killed. They 
were probably killed or fatally wounded 
in the original assault upon -the landing 
party at Baler. The identity of the mem- 
bers of the party still unaccounted for is 
not Known. A telegram was sent to Ad- 
mira] Dewey today asking him to give the 
department, if possjble, the names of the 
men Known to be in’ the hands of the Fili- 
pinos. It is accepted at the department

_that the reason he has not already furnish- 


ed these names, with the exception of that 
of Lieutenant Gilmore, in his dispatch of 
yesterday's date was because he did not 
have the information, 

The insurgent headquarters, where Admli- 
ral Dewey says the men are held prisoners, 
is supposed to be San Fernando, but there 
is no assurance on that point. 


PROCLAMATION IS APPROVED. 
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Philippine Commission Informs De- 
partment of Conference. 
Washington, May 1.—The state depart- 
ment has received a long report by cable 
from President Schurman, of the Philip- 
pine commission, of the conference that 
was held at Manila Saturday between the 
members of the commission-and three rep- 
resentatives of Aguinaldo. Thé text of the 
dispatch was not made public, but it was 
stated that Mr. Schurman’s report agreed 
precisely with the Associated Press state- 
ment of the proceedings in the conference 

as cabled from Manila. 

It is declared at the state department that 
the proclamation issued by the Philippine 
commission just before the beginning of the 
last campaign reports the maximum con- 
cessions to be made to the insurgents by the 
United States government, 

It is realized now more strongly 
at any other period that the capacity of 
the Filipinos for self-government is an un- 
determined question. The United States 
government is willing to accord the natives 
an opportunity to test their abilities, for 
the Philippine commission proposes to al- 
low them almost complete control of their 
loca] affairs, exercising only such supervi- 
sion through the United States army ag 
may be necessary to guard against the con- 
sequences of mistak<s on the part of the na- 
tive municipal and provincial officers in the 
first experiment at self-government. 

The experiment:is already in progress in 
some points in the Philippines outside the 
island of Luzon, where tha. United States 
authorities have hoisted the flag and as- 
sumed sovereignty, yet have continuéd the 
local government under the native direction. 
So far as the reports indicate, these experi- 
ments are working well and promise to 
have a good influence in shaping the atti- 
tude toward the United States of a consid- 
erable element among the Filipinos which 
has been suspicious of our intentions,

Four Warrants for $5,000,000 
Fach Given the Frenchman, 


WILL BE SENT TO NEW YORK 


Exchange Will Be Purctased and Trans-

MONEY PAYS FOR THE PHILIPPINES 


The French Ambassador Placed the 
Orders for the Money in His 
Card Case and Left Sec- 
retary Hay’s Office at 
Once.. 


Washington, May 1.—The last mdve in 
the negotiations terminating the war with 


Spain occurred today when Secretary Hay 


paid to the French ambassador, M. Cam- 


bon, the $20,000,000 provided by the treaty 


of peace for the cession of the Philip- 
pines. 

The payment was made in four treasury 
of $5,000,000 
ceipted for by M. Cambon as completely 
liquidating the obligation of the United 
States in this connection. The ambassador 
deposited the $20,000,000 In the Riggs Na- 
tional bank of this city and the cashing 
of the warrants is expected to be made 
later through the City National bank of 
New York.

Will Buy Exchange. 

New York, May 1.—It is expected that 
the warrants for the $20,000,000 payment to 
Spain will reach the sub-treasury tomor- 
row, and that exchange for the entire 
$20,000,000 will be purchased by Spain's 
representative in the local market.

Cameras Can’t Be Turned on the War- 
rants To Pay Spain. 

Washington, May 1.—The treasury depart- 
ment has taken steps tO prevent the pho- 
tographing of the warrants for the payment 
of the $20,000,000 to Spain for the Philip- 
pines, because abuse of the privilege might 
lead to the counterfeiting of government 
securities. 

Miss Frances E. Johnson, a well known 
local photographer, was today called upon 
to surrender plates of photographs which 
she had made of the warrants in question, 
and willingly did so on the representations 
of the civil service officials.

Tenth Congress Convenes in Detroit 
and Sends Message to Dewey, 


MANILA HERO 1S HONORED 


Spectator of the Great Naval Battle Tells 
the Delegates of It 


LITTLE BUSINESS. WAS TRANSACTED 


The Meeting Resolves Itself Into One 
Commemorating the Great Naval 
Victory of Year Ago, Rather 
Than a Gathering for 
Business. 


Detroit, May 1.—Enthusiasm for the he- 
roes of 1898 and 1899 equaled, if it did not 
exceed, that expressed for the heroes of 
"76 at the opening session of the tenth con- 
gress of the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion today. , 

The expressions of patriotic ardor for 
American fighters of today culminated 
when Colonel E. S. Chittenden, of St. Paul, 
proposed that May Ist, ‘“‘Dewey Day,” be 
celebrated by dispatching the following ca- 
blegram to Admiral] Dewey at Manila: 

“Congratulations and fraternal greetings 
to Compatriot Dewey from the National 
Congress of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution in session at Detroit.”’ 

The suggestion was loudly applauded. Ex- 
Senator Thomas W. Palmer moved to 
amend to include General Otis and all the 
officers and men under command of both 
the admiral and the general.» The cable- 
gram was so amended. 

The convention was called to order in the 
Philharmonic hall by the acting president 
general at 11:15 o'clock, Hon Franklin Mur- 
phy, of Newark, N, J., acting in place of 
the president, Colonel Edwin Shepard Bar- 
rett, of Concord, Mass., whose death oc- 
curred since the last congress. Most of the 
states were represented by delegates. 

Governor Pingree in welcoming the con- 
gress, commended the-patriotic deed of the 
past, but exhorted the descendants of he- 
roes to carefully guard the rights and lib- 
erties of the people against the dangers 
which now threaten their industrial and 
commercial rights. 

Colonel Henry M. Loud, of this city, who 
Was a spectator of the battle of Manila, on 
board the McCulloch, gave an interesting 
recital of the stirring events of the day of 
Dewey's victory. 

Mrs. H. M. Deming, of Detroit, presented 
the congress with a gavel made from wood 
taken from the charter oak which former- 
ly stood in Hartford, Conn. 

Secretary General Samuel E. Gross, of 
Chicago, submitted a report showing a 


growing interest in the order and the pres- | 


ent forming of societies in Havana, Porto 
Rico and Santiago. 

Registrar General A. Howard Clarke, of 
Washington, D. C., gave the number of 
societies in the United States as forty, 
and the membership as reported on the 
records as exceeding 10,000. 

Resolutions of regret and condolence were 
adopted, deploring the sudden’ death of 
Colonel E. S. Barrett, of Concord, president 
general of the society, after which the con- 
gress adjourned until tomorrow morning. 

A reception was held in the Hotel Cadillac 
Turkish parlor this afternoon, conducted 
by the Detroit Daughters of the American 
Revolution. The officers and delegates at- 
tended with the ladies and many members 
of various patriotic societies of both sexes 
were present. Those in the receiving line 
were: Mrs. W. J. Chttenden, past presi- 
dent; Mrs. H. C.. Smith, president of Luisa 
St. Clair chaper, D. A, R.; Secretary and 
Mrs. Alger and General Wheeler and Miss 
Wheeler.

Grand Naval Parade Commemorates 


Dewey’s Victory of a Year Ago. 

Philadelphia, May 1.—Dewey Day was 
celebrated in this city with imposing pomp 
and ceremony. Governor Stone by procla- 
mation made the occas.on a holiday tn:this 
state ‘by recommendation of the legislature. 

The most important event was the naval 
parade on the Delaware river, which was 
reviewed by naval and civic dignitaries. 
The harbor presented a beautiful spectacle, 
innumerable flags and red, white and blue 
bunting entwined with the city colors, biue 
and gold, being displayed in profusion on 
hundreds of vessels. The buildings along 
™ie river front and throughout the city 
were gayly decorated. The warship was 
anchored at the extreme turning point on 
the line of the naval parade. 

As the head of the procession reached 
the Rale'gh, the gallant little cruiser fred 
the national salute, and then until the lasr 
vessel] in the .parade had repassed her on 
the west side of the river the salutes from 
the Raleigh were almost continuous, The 
Russian naval! officers who are here super- 
intending the construction of the new Rus- 
6ion warships at Cramps participated tn 
the ceremonies, reviewing the parade with 
Captain Coghian from the bridge of the 
Raleigh.

OVER IN CHICAGO. 


Dewey’s Victory Is Told in Song, Poem 
and Story. 

Chicago; May 1.—Flags were unfurled 
throughout the city today and portraits of 
Admiral Dewey were displayed on every 
hand, though there was no cessation of 
traffic on account of the holi@y. In the 
public schools the thrilling events that took 
place in Manila bay one year ago were 
told in song, poem and story. 

The Ashland Club celebrated ‘‘Dewey 
Day” with a vanquet this evening, at which 
patriotic addresses were given by Charles 
K, Ladd, Judge Peter §S. Grosscup, the 
others. A banquet was also given by the 
Quadrangle Club of the University of Chi- 
cago. It was termed an “expansion din- 
ner.’’ Among the speakers were Congress- 
man James R. Mann, Judge Henry V. Free- 
man and Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. 

One of the most interesting of the Dewey 
day celebrations was the first performance 
at the Auditorium, under the management 
of C. L. Graff, of Walter Dainrosch's ‘*Ma- 
nila te Deum.”’ The work was sung by the 
Apollo Club, with Mme. Gadski as leading 
soloist, and was conducted by the com- 
poser. The Te Deum was composed in 
honor of Admiral Dewey's victory. The 
Auditorium was elaborately decorated and 
the audience that filled that magnificent 
theater was one of the largest and most 
distinguished ever gathered in Chicago. The 
opening chorus, which contains bugle calls 
of the army and navy, and also the ‘Star 
Spangled Banner, ’ which is skillfully-inter- 
woven in the orchestration, was en- 
thustiastically received. A large military 
and naval contingent was present, includ- 
ing General S. B. M. Young, who came 
from Washington expressly to attend this 
performance as the official representative 
of the war department; General Sheridan, 
Colonels Moulton, Sanborn and Young, of 
the Illinois militia, occupied boxes and a 
delegation from the Grand Army, the na- 
va] militia and naval veterans reserve were 
present in uniform. The Continental 
Guards acted as guard of honor to Gen- 
eral Young. At the conclusion of the Te 
Deum Mr. Damrosch and Madame Gadski 
were repeatedly recalled.

United States Soldiers and Police, 


SEWERAGE WORK WON'T BE PUSHED 


The Army Muster Rolls Are Out ot 
Proportion’ and Payment of 
Money to the Insurgents 
Will Not Begin Yet 
Awhile. 


Havana, May 1.—During the last few days 
some of the local papers that are printed in 
English have published sensational gtories 
regarding the disputes between the soldiers 
and the Cuban police, evidently with the 
intention of preventing an understanding 
between them, and if possible of stirring 
up more trouble. Without doubt there 
have occasionally been instances when 
both the Americans and Cubans have been 
blameworthy. Still, there has really been 
nothing to warrant such comments as have 
appeared and consequently General Lud- 
low, military governor of the Havana de- 
partment, summoned an. offending editor 
before him and warned him that he must 
desist trying to embroil the soldiers and 
the police, 


“If you refuse, I know of two ways to 
compel you. One would be to put into 
force the militar a and send 
you to the guard us”, the er would 
be to send you before the lo rtadece, for 
the application of the old Spanish law. 
Personally, you may abuse me as much as 
you like, but for the future you must ab- 
Stain from your present methods in the 
other matter.”’ 


General Ludlow complains that one of 
the principal difficulties Havana is now 
suffering from is the presence of many 
“worthless Americans’’—men who come 
here virtually to change their usual sphere 
of idleness, 

In the opinion of General Ludlow, {t is 
advisable to wait until autumn before en- 
deavoring to raise the $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 
necessary for the completion of sewerage 
and other public improvements in Havana. 
He believes it quite probable that the mon- 
ey can be obtained here in Cuba, 

Governor General Brooke and General 
Gomez—both of whom are annoyed at the 
slow progress made in arranging for the 
distribution of the $3,000,000 to the Cuban 
troops—held another conference today at 
the Salon Trocha, General Brooke’s head- 
quarters, The latter emphasized the neces- 
sity of disposing of the question at once 
and General Gomez quite agreed with the 
governor general. At their previous con- 
ference the Cuban commander had freely 
admitted that the rolls, as drafted by the 
Cuban military assembly, were too large, 
and General Gomez undertook to get the 
facts from the individual commanders and 
to make the corrections accordingly. In 
the meantime, General Brooke was to make 
independent inquiries. The results of the 
two investigations are nowhere near an 
agreement. For instance, the agent of 
General Gomez in the province of Santiago 
reports that there are 17,600 Cubans there 
entitled to a share in the distribution. 
Major General Wood, the military governor 
of Santiago department, does not figure out 
half that number. General Gomez esti- 
mates the entire army at about 32,000 men. 

Gomez Will Collect More Facts. 

The governor genéral thinks it would be 
an unbusinesslike proceeding to begin the 
distribution until something more definite 
is known, and he has been urging General 
Gomez to collect more facts upon which 
they could proceed. 

The conference today consisted of an exe 
change of oral propositions, several of 
which were rejected, but ultimately Gen- 
eral Brooke wrote one out which Gen- 
eral Gomez took home with him for fure 
ther consideration. 

Jose Maria Gomez, civil governor of Santa 
Clara, has sent a dispatch to General Maxi- 
mo Gomez urging him to use his influence 
with the Americans to secure the construc. 
tion of the prejected Sancti Spiritus rail- 
that would give work to the starving 
population of the district. 

According to dispatches from Puerto Prin- 
cipe province, the village of San Andreas 
was recently raided by a band of forty 
outlaws led by Antonio Barcelo, formerly 
of ‘Holguin. The place was completely 
sacked, the bandits carrying off twenty 
large quantity of clothing and 
groceries and $1,200 in money. Five mount- 
ed armed men, the dispatches say, attacked 
a store in the village of Tiena Azul, ab- 
ducted the proprietor and his wife and 
carried away $200 in money. The people 
of the locality are frantically begging for 
protection and a force of rural guards ig 
greatly needed. The country folks are mov- 
ing into the larger towns for safety, while 
the planters, many of whom. have bought 
quantities of sugar cune in isolated locali- 
ties, fear that the marauders may destroy 
it before it can be gathered, 

La Vaerida, the leading newspaper in 
the city of Puerto Principe, commenting 
upon these conditions, biteerly denounces 
the American administration, charging the 
United States authorities with being 510W 
to relieve and with being ‘‘more oc- 
cupied with trifles than with the serious 
work of construction.” 

Mr. Beattie, a wealthy sugar planter, 
who has arrived here from Manzanillo, in 
the western part of Santiago province, says 
there is no trouble in his district at pres- 
ent, but owing to the expected early re- 
moval of the Fourth immune regiment, 
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property holders there feel a good deal of | 
anxiety. He points out that many laborers 
who were formerly soldiers in the Cuban 
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army are greatly disgusted at what they 

know of the way many Cuban officers made 

money while the war was in progress. 
How the People Were Robbed. 

According to Mr. Beattie, any Cuban 
general might give orders for the purchase 
of cattle to be killed and distributed for 
food among the starving, but as the trans- 
action worked out, the officers who se- 
cured the orders sold the cattle to planters 
like himself and would then proceed to di- 
vide the purchase money, according to 
rank, 

Mr. Beattie was very anxious to get rid 
of the Spanish regime and he gave the 
Cubans all the help in his power, but he 
declares that he would much rather have 
Spanish than Cuban rule, as the latter is 
now expressing ifself. In: his opinion the 
United States should military 
occupation of Cuba at least ten years, and 
he would have Washington make an an- 
nouncement to the’ world at once to that 
effect. This would make practicable the 
immediate investment of capital, a iarge 
amount of which is now lying idle in 
Cuba only waiting for a definite expres- 
sion of policy by President McKinley. 

Senor Domingo Mendez Capote, secretary 
of Governor General Brooke's cabinet of 
advisers, is vigorously reforming. the state 
department. Since January he has abolish- 
ed twelve superfluous offices. 

Collector T. H. Bliss has ‘heretofore ¢€x- 
ercised his discretion in allowing the ‘m- 
portation of arms into the islands when

For this he had received General Brooke's 
@uthorization. For the future, however, 
under the terms of the new order 
lished today, the prohibition extends to all 
a@rms except those to be used in hunting or 
for personal defense. 

La Lucha, commenting 
editorially, says: 

“This does not involve what some might 
imagine. The government does not expect 
trouble. The prohibition is) merely pre- 
cautionary. There is no mecessity for ‘1n-

THEY HELD COURT IN WOODS.

To Appear in Town. 

Osceola, Mo., May 1.—The expected con- 
filct between United States deputy marshais 
and the three judges_ef St. Clair county 
predicted for today Aid not materialize. The 
judges having been warned that there 
would be a force of deputies here, decided 
not to come to town, but instead, it is sald, 
held court somewhete in the woods. 

It is developed that the tax levy for the 
regular county funds has already been 
made. It has been the purpose of: United 
States Marshal Dunham and his deputies, 
acting under the orders of Federal Judge 
Phillips, to effect the arrest of the St. 
Clair judges when they met here today in 
regular session to make the annual tax 
levy. According to the clerk of the court 
the judges came into town stealthily on 
Friday night, met in the courthouse. made 
the tax levy and returned to the brush.

SENATOR MORGAN 
WRITES A LETTER 


Giving His Views on the Restric- 
lion of Suttrage, 


ATTRACTS MUCH ATTENTION 


States Have the Right To Exclude Races 
from Voting, 


PENALTY (5 LOSS OF REPRESENTATION 


In Congress and Benefit State Would 
Derive Would Offset This—But 
State Not Preparei and Ba- 
sis of Voting Should 
Be Adopted.

tion here in Montgomery. 
in a special edition of The Birmingham 
Age-Herald, which reached the city. this 
afternoon, and in view of the deep interest 
throughout the state in the suffrage qves- 
tion is bound to attract very. great atten- 
tion. The senator summarizes his views on 
the subject in the following language: 

1. I believe that so long as any large 
body of negroes have the right of suf- 
frage there will be friction, discord and 
fraud in the elections. 

2. That the states have the right to 
amend their constitution so as ‘o ex- 
clude negroes, Indians, Chinamen, Japa- 
nese, Mexicans, Eskimos or Cuban or 
Porto Rican Mestizos from the right cf 
suffrage, or rather the privilege of 
voting. 

8. That there is no penalty for the ex- 
clusion of these races, except as to the 
negroes and that the penalty for ex- 
cluding them, fixed by the constitution, 
is only the proportionate loss of repre- 
sentation in the house of representa- 
tives. 

4. Assuming that we would sustain 
that loss of power in the’ house, it 
would be more than compensated to the 
State, and to all the south, by the in- 
crease of power to secure the election 
of senators who are white men inside 
and outside. The senate is the real 
focul point of politica} power in the 
United States, and the south should 
Suard it with the greatest care. 

>. I believe this method is the only one 
that is entirely safe:in securing the per- 
fect peace that ought to attend the 
workings of our splendid American sys- 
tem of government; but it does rot 

seem that we are yet prepared to adopt 
it. 

6. We must therefore adopt some hasis 
of voting in which the negro is a quali- 
fied voter and deal honestly and fairly 
with him for conscience sake if ot for 
his sake. 

7. Every voter is a representative of 
five persons, four of whom are excluded 
from voting by age or sex. He is made 
a representative by an arbitrary law 
that selects him only because of “is age 
and sex. He has an office and constitu- 
ency, but is not responsible to any vody 
for the vote he shall cast. He is an 
appointed representative. Such a repre- 
sentative ought to have some authorized 
tribunal to judge of his qualifications as 
to intelligence and moral character, and 
his neighbors are best qualified to pass 
On these questions. 

8. This is the long established town gov- 
ernment of New England, which has 
worked so well, and of which Mr. Jef- 
ferson was so enamored. With proper 
modifications, I would be glad to see it 
introduced into our state constitution. 
To prevent oppression, personal or po- 
litical, an appeal from the board of elec- 
tion precinct supervisors to a court of 
superior jurisdiction should be allowed, 
under proper conditions, to the excluded 
voter. This is a very indistinct outline 
of the plan, but it gives the principle 
which may be thus Stated; that it is the 
nearest approach of the representative 
System to a pure democracy in this, that 
those who are entitled to vote in a pre- 
cinct are the best judges and the fairest 
as to the intelligence and moral stand- 
ing of one who seéks admission to the 
voting regisier. These questions should 
be left to their final judgment, subject 
to the right of appeal, but the positive 
disqualification imposed on all by -the 
constitution should be binding on all 
alike. Those who are admitted to the 
voting list by the board to control elec- 
tions in such precinct are qualified vot- 
ers in all elections. How the precincts 
are to be organized and other matters of 
detail should be simple cnough, and [I 
have a programme of that sort, but for 
the present I wish only to su gest that 
the principles of this plan will, if care- 
fully put into operation, clear the vot- 
ing lists of the state from ignorance and 
crime, and low and useless characters, 
tramps and floaters, and will materially 
lessen the income of such as make their 
living by tampering with the ballots un- 
der the illusory pretext of rendering 
party service, 

¥. I advocate a constitutional provi- 
sion for the payment annually and by 
the Ist day of April each year of $1 to 
the state and $1 to the county as a condi- 
tion precedent to the right to vote in any 
election. There are several other amend- 
ments to the constitution that would 
greatiy improve it, but I forbear to com- 
ment on them, as they are not in issue 
in the unnecessary controversy that is 
now apparently rending the democratie 
party of Alabama in twain. I believe the 
negro suffrage could be given without 
disadvantage to the state. 

The burning question that is forever 
present in all of the affairs of the peo- 
ple of Alabama is here from no fault 
of ours or of our fathers and we must 
control it or sink the dignity of our race 
to a level where the people of other 
states and countries will justly despise 
us. This has been the task of the dem- 
ocracy of the south for a generation, 
and at the moment when final success 
was about to erown our efforts party 
jealousies, more personal than patriotic, 
seized upon the powers of the state to 
prevent the success of some or to pro- 
mote that of others, and »mploy that 
which is sacred to all the people for party 
purposes. This is not the true mission 
of the democratic party, and is not in 
keeping with its grand traditions: if we 
will, we can meet harmoniously in a

That power and the duties that pertain to 
its exercise are entrusted by the constitu- 
tion to three separate bodies. The first 
is the majority in the two houses of the 
general assembly, acting independently of 
and without reference to the governor, The 
second is the qualified voters of the state, 
voting upon the question of convention or 
no convention, and for delegates to the 
convention if the people vote that it shall 
be held; and the third is the convention thus 
assembled.” : 
They Have Separate Powers. 

Senator Morgan contends that the con- 
stitution gives separate powers to each of 
these. bodies, and that each is independent 
will, 
but they must co-operate by a regular suc- 
cession in the execution of the supreme and 
sovereign power of amending the constitu- 
tion. 

“They are,”” says Senator Morgan, “‘sepa- 
rate bodies or houses, as the two houses 
of the general assembly are separate, and 
as the governor is a separate legislative 
agent in ordinary legislation, but they must 
all co-operate jn the regular proceeding to 
reach the final result, which is a revision 
of the constitution and its amendments, if 
the convention shall so ordain. Wehen either 
body has performed its final act, the juris- 
diction of the next body attaches and be- 
comes a constitutional right, or power, that 
that no other tribunal can control, or re- 
call, or destroy.” 

Senator Morgan points out from quota- 
tions from the present constitution of the 
State that the governor is expressly ex- 
cluded from any participation in the ap- 
proval or disapproval of any vote or reso- 
lution of the general assembly amending 
the constitution. An act for ealling a 
constitutional convention is not ordinary 
legislation. 

“I do not beljeve,’’ says the senator, 
“that it is possfble that a legislature can 
repeal the submission of the question of 
convention or no convention by such an 
act to revise or amend the constitution 
at a subsequent session. There is no ex- 
pressed provision for its repeal, and not 
being ordinary legislation, it cannot be re- 
pealed by an act of ordinary legislation, 
because the governor must participate in 
all such legislation and the constitution 
excludes him from participation in legisla- 
tion by a ‘bill, order or resolution for the 
alteration or amendment of the econstitu- 
tion. If the governor was on the other 
side of the question of repeal, I must 
think he would see this difficulty very 
plainly.’’ 

The senator in his letter again points 
Out the different steps necessary for the 
alteration of a constitution each gependent 
upon the other and all vital, and goes on 
to say: 

“If the legislature has the power to 
repeal the law and to destroy its legal 
eficacy, it may exert that power at any 
time before the convention has voted to 
amend the constitution. I think no man 
can find so dangerous a condition as that 
in any rational view of the power of the 
legislature over a matter of such vast im- 
portance, nor can it be that after the people 
had voted the convention and elected their 
delegates the legislature-could order them 
to disband. There must be a time when 
the control of the legislature over the 
subject ceases and the right of the people 
to take the remaining steps for amending 
their constitution will take effect, so that it 
cannot be interrupted by a body of men 
chosen by them for other legislative. pur- 
poses. That time comes when the legis- 
lature has finally adjourned and no recon- 
Sideration of thelr action is possible. At 
this time, at least, this special and pecullar 
power given them by the constitution has 
been fully executed and is exhausted. They 
have performed one constitutional function 
in which neither the people nor the gouv- 
ernor can control them, and the constitu- 
tion then refers’the question to the people 
for decision. If the convention is held 
before the next regular session of the leg- 
islature, instead of having its work inter- 
rupted or destroyed by the legislature, it 
may disband the legislature and expel them 
from office.”’ 

Senator Morgan concludes by saying that 
“the representatives of the people in the 
legislature having thus voted to commit 
the question of revision and amendment 
of the constitution to the individual votes 
of their constituents and as citizens to 
abide by the vote of the people, cannot 


resume the power they once had to deny 
to the people this exercise of this great and

This letter of Senator Morgan’s, raising, 
as it does, the question of the right of the 
legislature to repeal its former action, is 
bound to cut an important figure in the 
controversy before the legislature, and is 
likely, should. the legislature pass the re- 
pealing act, to take the question of its 
right to do so to the courts. It may be 
that the doubt which the senator has rais- 
ed, and coming from him it has great 
weight, will yet be the influence to prevent 
repeal. At any ratte, it greatly complicates 
the situation, 

The governor in the message he will 
submit tomorrow will make a strong argu- 
ment for repeal, accompanying this with 
a vigorous attack upon the men who are 
fighting him. He will roast the state com- 
mittee and the senators and congressmen, 
charging them with attempting to dictate 
to the legislature, making the great talk- 
fest scheduled for tomorrow night a sub- 
ject for his eriticism. That will be the 
Great event of tomorrow. The senators, 
congressmen and other leaders are sched- 
uled for strong talks against repeal and 
the governor’s apparent change of base 
on the subject will be a favorite theme.

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ANTI-TRUST BILL CALLED UP. 


Two Substitutes Are Offered in the 
Texas Legislature. 

Austin, Texas, May 1.—The house of the 
Texas legislature this afternoon took up its 
anti-trust bill for consideration. Two ex- 
tremely drastic substitute bills were at once 
offered in lieu of the Arkansas law and in 
order that they might be printed, further 
action on the bill was postponed until next 
Friday. 

One of these substitute bills provides that 
no firm or corporation which is a member 
of any trust either within or without the 
state, shall ever be permitted to own any 
real estate or personal property in the 
state, and shall be denied all privileges 
of the courts of justice. The other substi- 
tute bill stipulates that any corporation 
controliing one-fourth of the output of any 
commodity, either within or without the 
staet, shall be guilty of being a member 
of a trust by the presence of such evidence 
and shall be Hable to all the punishment 
assessed against a member of a trust. 

This bill also provides that at his pleas- 
ure the state’s attorney general can insti- 
gate an investigation of any company's 
books with a view of ascertaining as to

Resolution Looking to Its Discussion 
Was Intreduced, but Was Laid 
on the Table. 


The regular weekly’ meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Ministers’ Association occurred yes- 
terday morning. 

It was anticipated that the“negro ques- 
tion would come up for discussion, and 
that quite a spirited debate would be the 
result. Not until a motion for adjourn- 
ment was made was the subject referred 
to, and then a resolution which might have 
possibly produced discussion was intro- 
duced by Dr. Mitchell, but a motion to 
table it was carried. 

During the course of the meeting Dr. A. 
A. Marshall introduced the following reso- 
lution: 

**W hereas, 
been received from Drs, 
man and others, ‘De. it 

“Resolved, That these communications be 
referred to a special committee, who shall 
bear to these gentlemen our fraternal 
esteem, and shall investigate and report 
if any step can be reasonably taken to 
bring these brethren again into the ranks 
of the association.” 

The resolution was put to a vote. On 
the call for the ayes and nays, the resolu- 
tion was carried. 

At this point a motion to reconsider was 
made by Rev. Probst. 

A weneral discussion followed the motion 
to reconsider, and the letters of Drs. Wil- 
liamson and Harman were read. 

Dr. Holderby opposed the adoption of the 
resolution. He said that he esteemed and 
loved both of the ministers for their Chris- 
tian characters; that he had hoped that 
both would be able to consistently sign the 
amended constitution Gt affiliate with the 
association. However, he had talked with 
Dr. Williamson, who had toid him jin un- 
equivocal terms that it would be impossible 
for him to sign the constitution—that it 
would be inconsistent with his religous 
belief. 

Resolution on Race Question. 

A motion to adjourn was reconsidered in 
order to allow Dr. James Mitchell to intro- 
duce a resolution. Following is the resolu- 
tion: 

“Whilst not espousing the private con- 
flict of parties or persons, we feel it due 
tv the law of God, the civil law and our- 
Selves to express at this time a few 
thoughts in distinct and emphatic terms, 
touching the unhappy events now trans- 
piring in our -state, and will attempt to 
convey our thoughts in the following prop- 
Ositions as an introduction to action: 

‘1. Opinion rules the world, and it is but 
a few thinkers, writers and speakers who 
manufacture it for the masses. 

‘2. It is simple opinion engrossed in laws 
which make the difference in governments, 
churches and creeds. jt is by the preval- 
ence of Russian opinion that the czar of 
Russia is the great father of all his people. 
This makes the emperor of Russia the un- 
disputed ruler of 100,000,000 people, holding 
life, liberty and property at his will. Again 
it is by cherishing quite an opposite opnon 
in civil things, i. e., that all men are created 
equal, and that all citizens of the United 
States are equal before the law, that we 
enjoy the wonderful privileges we do. 

‘3. The moral opinions of the people of 
the United States should be strictly scrip- 
tural and all guided by the ten great moral 
precepts of our God, who is our only King, 
and one of the ten is: 

‘Thou shalt not kill.’ 

“4. This command restrains all anger. ha- 
tred and malice—so Christ teaches on the 
mount. It forbids all broils, quarrels and 
private war manslaughter and murder. But 
it allows the magistrate to arrest the crim- 
inal and punish, if need be, with death, and 
to repel with force the enemy of his coun- 
try, according to the established law of the 
nation or of nations. 

“5. When the law of God is struck down 
and the civil laws of the republic trampled 
in the dust by a democratic people, there 
arises an absolute necessity for a military 
dictator to protect the innocent and weak 
from violence and wrong, for this govern- 
ment, as founded thy the fathers, was and 
is a government not of the sword, but of 
seriptural opinion. 

“6. The possible remedy for the existing 
conflict between the white and colored 
races of this latitude is the adoption of the 
policy of Jefferson and Clay, fi. e, the 
separation of the races and the gradual re- 
moval with their own consent of the col- 
ored race to tropical lands by the force of 
commercial colonization, the Amerian gov-

Judge Newman Listens to Appeal of 
Moonshiners. 

Columbus, Ga, May 1.—(Special.)—The 
Eagie and Phenix litigation came to an and 
today in the United States court when 
Judge Newman issued an order discharging 
the receivers, master commissioner and 
Special Master Grimes, the respective la- 
bors of which officials are now ended. A 
branch feature of the case, the injunction 
against the Muscogee Manufacturing Com- 
pany, is still pending, and in this one branch 
the court directed that Messrs. Jordan and 
English ¢ontinue in the capacity of receiv- 
ers until it is disposed of. 

When Judge Newman called the spring 
session of the federal court to order today 
there were in attendance persons interested 
from all over west Georgia. The first day 
was devoted to the criminal docket almost 
exclusively. Judge Newman --went at the 
docket in his usualy energetic way, and 
disposed of numerous moonshine cases. He 
announced rather unique sentences in sev- 
eral cases. Among the moons'hiners were a 
number of farmers from various counties 
in this section. They represented to the 
court that if they were placed in jail now 
their crops would be lost, as this was a 
very important time of the year with them. 
Judge Newman accordingly directed that 
their sentence, usually a month in jail, to 
not take effect until July Ist, thus. giving 
the farmers time to make their crops. In 
one case an extension was granted until 
December Ist. 

The most important case to come up at 
this session is the law damage suit from 
Troup county. The grand jury today re- 
turned three indictments against W. A. 
Walker, the postmaster at Geneva, Ga., 
charged with robbing the Geneva postoffice 
and then burning it.

Parties in New York Claim Land

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—Tonight Dep- 
uty Sheriff Troutman, of Houston county, 
arrived from Fort Valley, having in cus- 
tody Green W. Hodge, who was delivered 
to Jailer Stephan at the depot and placed 
in the Bibb county jail, and will be carried 
to Fort Thomas, Fla., to be tried on the 
charge of having murdered a man by the 
name of Bird, of Fort Thomas, about one 
year ago. It is said that Hodge and an- 
other man waylaid Bird and shot him to 
death. Hodge Claimed, in the Bibb jail 
tonight, that he had nothing to do with the 
Killing. Soon after the murder Hodge en- 
listed with Ray’s immunes and went to 
Cuba. The sheriff of Fort Thomas heard 
that Hodge had returned to Macon with 
the immunes and he was waiting for Hodge 
to be mustered out on tomorrow before ar- 
resting him. From some cause Hodge went 
to Fort Valley, and the Florida sheriff 
hearing this and fearing that he would get 
away, had Hodge arrested at Fort Valley 
today. 

Have Owned It Fifty Years. 

In the suit filed in the United States court 
Saturday by Groves, of New York, vs. H. 
T. Crawford et al., of Colquitt county, no- 
tice of which was published today in The 
Constitution, among the defendants are W. 
W. Ashburn, of Atlanta, and John W. High- 
tuwer, of Eastman. The land claimed by 
plaintiffs is said to have been bought by 
the uncle and father of the plaintiffs fifty 
years ago and they became possessed of it 
by a direct grant from the state of Geor- 
gia. ‘These parties were Eli Graves and 
Joe] S. Graves. They came from Vermont 
to Georgia in about 1840. They were men 
of means and Presbyterian preachers. The 
suit promises to be warmly contested.

VERY STRINGENT LIBEL LAW 


Has Passed Florida House and Bee 
Sent to the Senate. 

Tallahassee, Fla., May 1.—(Special.je-Un- 
til the last year or two, Florida journalism 
has been entirely free from that class of 
papers which makes a specialty of publish- 
ing details of scandals and insinuating per- 
sonaijlities. Quite recently, however, the 
growth of several of the cities into metro- 
politan dimensions has tempted three or 
four papers of that stripe to enter the field. 
The people of Florida do not relish that 
sort of literature, and the sentiment in 
favor of enacting legislation which will 
suppress the objectionable journals has led 
to the introduction of a very stringent 
libel law, one which is so drastic that 
some lawyers in the legislature. fear that 
it will prove very troublesome to pub- 
lishers of even the most reputable news- 
papers, and lead to almost endless prosecu- 
tions. The text of the law, as it pussed the 
house and was certified to by the senate, 
where it is now pending, is as follows: 

“Section 1. It snall be unlawtul for. any 
tirm or individuat to print, 
write, publish, circulate or distribute witn- 
in this state any newspaper; tInagazne, pe- 
riodical, pampniet or otner puol.cation of 
any character either written or printed 
wherein tne alleged immoral acts,misdoings 
or wrongtul condyet ol any person or per- 
Sons are stated or pretended to be stated, or 
It 18 intimated that ahy person or 
have béen guilty ot any immortaiity or 
otner misconduct, unless such written 
printea publication snail in such art.cle 
publish lm luli the true hame or names olf 
the person intended to be charged with the 
commission Of immorality or other miscon- 
duct. 

“Sec. 2. Every owner, manager, publish- 
er or editor of anhy Newspaper or oiner 
publication of any character in which any 
urticle snall appear in violailon of section 
one (1) of this act deemed guilty 
of a tfelonyv, and upon conviction snail be 
punished by the state penitentiary at hard 
jabor. ior less than one, Nur more than 
three years.

Editor Constitution—Having carefully 
read your editorial headed, “‘After Having 
Reached the Ocean, What?’ I am naturally 
led to ask if you favor a policy of expan- 
sion. ‘ee Fe 

Atlanta, Ga., April 29, 1899. 

Our correspondent, like a great many 
Others, fails to perceive the difference 
between that providential growth which 
is neither subject for man’s creation nor 
his prevention, and that form of ex- 
pansion which is but another name for 
conquest. The Constitution, in consider- 
ing the great strides which our govern- 
ment has taken, was struck by the fact 
that the hand of Providence had guided 
our destinies far beyond any limits set 
up by people or statesmen.. A few fron- 
tiersmen sought the privilege of plant- 
ing corn and potatoes along the Atlantic 
fringe. Providence led these people into 
a revolt by which the domination of 
the mother country was thrown off. The 
overjoyed colonies then determined to 
remain friends the one with the other, 
when that overruling Providence weld- 
ed them as one. people. Mil- 
lions of square miles of territory lay to 
the westward, which our. people ‘were 
content to look upon as French, Span- 
ish, or whatever else it chose to be. 
Still Providence marked the way, and 
without the purpose to conquer or the 
intention to push our national boundar- 
ies, we came into possession of the whole 
land, new states outnumbering the old 
having been carved -therefrom. 

Now it will be distinctly seen that all 
of this was the work of Providence. It 
was not the intention of the men who 
landed at Savannah, at Charleston, at 
James river, in Chesapeake bay, or at 
Plymouth to form a new nation, or even 
to become one people. ‘There was not 
only no national policy to carry out, put 
no political community to have such a 
policy. The American nation evolved 
just ag unconsciously to itself ag does 
the chicken from the egg _ which is 
warmed from the breast, or as the seed 
germinates in response to the genial 
power of the sun’s ray. Some men, in 
politics or on the platform, imagine 
that they are doing work for posterity, 
and that it is the creative work of their 
hands alone which is to be seen in the 
future, little dreaming that they 
are but creatures in the hands 
of God, who is molding their work into 
a design of His own. The colonist 
never anticipated statehood; George 
Washington never anticipated the more 
than thirty states which have been add- 
ed to the union, and now that we, in 
turn, have reached the ocean, can we 
anticipate what that Providence which 
has so strangely brought us thus far 
may have in store for us? 

Was the colonist in favor of expan- 
sion? §=No; but Providence made him a 
citizen of a new government. Was this 
new government in favor of expansion? 
No; just as surely as the colonist and 
as George Washington were not in fa- 
vor of it, yet we realize that we can no 
more resist the responsibilities imposed 
upon us by Providence than did they. 
Expansion, as now used, would mean 
the deliberate human purpose to go forth 
on a foray to seize that which be- 
longed to some one else. Expansion as 
@ human agency means conquest and 
subjugation—a policy repugnant to every 
American and to every tradition of our 
history. There never will come a day 
when the United States can go forth to 

seize the lands of others or to subju- 
gate free peoples to her control. Frank- 
ly, then, we are opposed to expansicn, 
as should be every American agency, 


| pines, nor of any other acquisitions, en- 
tered the minds of either people or 
statesmen when war was declared. The 
prosecution of that war removed the old 
authority from these territories, leaving 
them, under the law of nations, as a 
legacy to our arms until that new ar- 
rangement under which they should 
live had been agreed upon. As a for- 
tune of war, which all Christian people 
recognize as having been permitted by 
Providence, we found ourselves where 
the Spaniard had been, differing only in 
national tradition and purpose. We could 
not retreat from these countries until 
we had satisfied the demands of civiliza- 
tion by establishing therein a govern- 
ment, born out of the new conditions, 


' such ag would fulfill the legitimate ob- 


ligations of government, both to its con- 
Stituents and to the outside world. Such 
work is slow and requires time. It would 
be easy to retire, leaving anarchy be- 
hind, and thus becoming the laughing 
stock of nations. It is more difficult to 
remain on the scene and build up an en- 
during condition which would be ac- 
ceptable to the world and creditable to 
ourselves, and that is what we are doing. 
As justifving American fears of the 
anarchy which would attend a precipi- 
tate retreat, came the armed attack of 
Aguinaldo, a robber and freebooter who 
had repeatedly sold himself out to the 
Spaniards. 

Americans never have retreated un- 
der fire; they never will! When Aguinal- 
do shed American blood, there remained 
but one duty, and that was—to crush 
him! He well knew that the Ameri- 
cans were there by the fortune of war, 
and that, left to themselves, thev would 
have retired in due season, but he was 
after loot, and hence his hostile attitude. 
In such a presence, where is the Amer- 
fiean citizen who would ask the Ameri- 
can soldier to turn his back to the foe? 
Let the answer be direct, and not eva- 
sive. The polities of the situation be- 
longs to another time and another tri- 
bunal, but as long as an armed foe dis- 
putes ground with our army, there can 
be neither parley nor condition, ‘“‘Uncon- 
ditional surrender’ is as good an ex- 
pression today as on the day when Gen- 
eral Grant first coined it. 

We are not in favor of expansion, 
therefore, by which we mean th» con- 
quest of another nation; but, while say- 
ing this in all sincerity, we recognize 
that Providence has in times past over- 
ruled our human intentions, and that 
the same thing may happen again. When 
the west added to our thirteen original 
states it did not become subject—it was 
not conquered—but the harvest of inde- 
pendence grew as emigrants covered it 
with homes; Mexican ‘Texas, French 
Louisiana and Mexican California are 
not subjects of the United States, but 
form equal and co-ordinate states with 
New York and Virginia and Georgia! 
How far this is to go we Know not, but 
we do know that a nation which has 
never yet waged a war of conquest, nev- 
er will; but that, in the future as in the 
past, this nation will shirk no duty im- 
posed upon her by that Providence 
which has built up a little backwoods 
settlement into a powerful continental 
empire. 

As our troops are in the Philippines 
through the natural order of events, 
their departure therefrom must come 
about in like manner. Law and order 
must be upheld; natives must be called 
into public service as they become qual- 
ified, and as native ability to take hold 
of affairs grows, American contro] will 
be relaxed. Whenever it becomés ap- 
parent that authority is establisred, 
that the natives are qualified to govern 
their country with due regard to munic- 
ipal and international rights, then it 
will become their privilege to choose 
for themselves such form of government 
as they please. It will, at the same 
time, become the duty of the American 
army to retire when it can do so with 
self-respect—and not before! 

Since the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
cans from the Philippines is contingent 
upon the ability of the natives to take 
charge of their own affairs, it will be 
seen that they themselves hold the key 
to the situation. 
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John P. Altgeld. 
The retirement of ex-Governor John 
P. Altgeld from public and political life 
ig not a surprise to those who know 
the strain under which he has labored 
for years. 
Intensely democratic by nature, and 
although himself a rich man an enemy 
to monopoly, he never undertook a 
cause without giving to it all of the 
energy which he possessed. Whenever 
he accepted new responsibilities, it did 
not mean the abandonment or the neg- 
lect of charges already under his care, 
but simply called for a bigger head of 
steam. He carried Tllinois for the gov- 
ernorship through the belief that people 
had in his honesty and his sincere sym- 
atby with their cause. Iie worked 
almost without limit, and has broken 
down under the strain. 
Such An intense man necessarily made 
enemies, in his party as well as out 
of it. At times he placed himself in 
positions hard to defend, and yet no one 
dared question hig honesty. He was a 
force in Illinois politics which had to 
be consulted, sometimes up, sometimes 
down, but never to be despised. Even 
now. under the burden of admitted 
physical suffering, he must not be ig- 
nored, else he might arouse to one final 
triumph which would eclipse all that 
went before it. 
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A State Convention. 


It should be said, with respect to the 
open letter of Hon. Louis F. Garrard 
printed and commented on elsewhere in 
today’s paper, that his suggestions are 
not in conflict with the movement for a 
state convention which was referred to 
in Sunday’s Constitution, and which was 
explained by Judge George Hillyer, who 
is taking part in bringing it to the at- 
tention of prominent men throughout 
the state. 

Indeed, so far from conflicting, the 
two movements fit each other exactly. A 
state convention composed of men prom- 
inent in the various walks of life and 
in the several professions, taking for 
its members the best and most promi- 
nent men in the state—lawyers, educa- 
tors, physicians, merchants, farmers— 
would undoubtedly have a very great 
influence not onJy on public opinion 
but on the legislature.

mands thoughtful and prudent action, is 
a very pressing one. 

In the days when arson and rape were 
very rare, these and similar crimes, as 
Judge Hillyer points out, were punished 
,in a summary manner by a local tribu- 
nal, which acted promptly. From the 
decisions of that tribunal there was no 
appeal. To recur to this method a 
constitutional convention would be nec- 
essary, and a state convention, deriving 
its membership and its influence from 
those who make up the ruling public 
sentiment of the state, would be power- 
ful enough to challenge the respectful 
attention of the legislature. Its sug- 
gestions would have weight, and its 
proposals would undoubtedly be car- 
ried out. 

Therefore, we say that the movement 
for the assembling of a state convention 
to discuss the new and threatening con- 
ditions which have culminated in the 
rapes, assassinations and house-burn- 
ings by negro criminals, and in the 
dreadful scenes of retaliation, instead of 
conflicting with the proposition for a 
constitutional convention goes hand in 
hand with it. Such a convention would 
impress its influence on the legislature 
in a very definite. way, and would be 
able to give that body a very substan- 
tial reason for arranging the prelimina- 
ries for a convention to change an 
organic law so that its provisions will 
fit and provide adequate remedies for 
the results of the new conditions which 
have been forced upon the attention of 
the state. . 

The peace, good order and safety of 
society demand some change that will 
put an end to the crimes which make 
lynching possible. No cost, no sacrifice 
is too great to secure that result. 
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The Round Bale. 

It is quite clear that, in order to raisé 
the price which should go to the farmer 
for his cotton, the commercial ex- 
penses in handling it must be reduced. 

Under present conditions, the amount 
of money required to handle the crop, 
from the gin to the factory platform, 
has grown out of all proportion, so that 
its commercial handling consumed the 
profit which should have gone to the 
grower. Viewed from this standpoint, 
therefore, every movement which deliv- 
ers the farmer's cotton with least ex- 
pense to the manufacturer, must be re- 
garded as of the widest public interest. 

The new: methods of round baling 
are on this line, doing away with much 
of the clumsiness and extravagance of 
the old system and substituting one 
which can make of every cotton gin a 
compress as well. The claims of the 
round bale advocates show that We have 
entered upon an era of invention which 
means much to the farmer, and much, 
therefore, to the country. 

As to the merits of the claimants for 
publie attention, experience will have to 
be the arbiter, but The Constitution re- 
joices that the fight is on at last, in the 
hope that the farmer will get out of it 
that benefit which naturally belongs 
to him. And it looks as if the round 
balé is not only here to stay, but that 
it will soon annihilate the old method 
of baling. 
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A Timely Letter. 

In another column we print an open 
letter to the people from the pen of Hon. 
Louis F. Garrard. To this letter we in- 
vite the thoughtful attention of our read- 
ers. It deals with questions which, 
With every hour that passes, become 
more pressing and important. 

There are two facts that confront the 
people, and these they must give their 
most serious consideration. They can- 
not permit the threat and danger which 
is hanging over them to grow into larg- 
er proportions, and they cannot go on 
punishing extraordinary crimes by law- 
less methods without surrendering the 
whole machinery of the state into the 
hands of the mob. Whatever justice 
there may be in these lawless methods 
of avenging crime in certain cases, the 
time will come when these methods will 
be taken out of the hands of conservative 
and self-respecting citizens and employed 
by those who have no regard for law, 
and who are no respecters of persons 
or property. Such is the danger and it 
must be averted. 

It igs important, therefore—it is press- 
ing, it is vitally necessary—that the 
people of the state should devise some 
means of punishing these extraordinary 
crimes by measures that shall be swift 
and certain, and at the same time law- 
ful. Just what these measures shall 
be, their nature and character, it would 
be difficult to say. The question pre- 
sents a problem which demands prompt 
solution, to the end that the villainies 
which lead to lynching may be sup- 
pressed, and the evil of Jynching abol- 
ished. Only the most drastic measures 
will accomplish this, but no matter: how 
severe these measures are, they will have 
to be adopted if the peace and good or- 
der of the state is to be preserved. 

There is one fact which need not be 
concealed. The country places of Geor- 
gia are practically in a state of siege. 
The performances of the negro Sam Holt 
have aroused the rural population to the 
danger which constantly threatens the 
women and girls even when their nat- 
ural protectors are at hand to guard 
them. The situation is worse than 
when the pioneer settlers of this state 
were at war with the lower Creeks. Dur- 
ing that period the women and children 
were protected by convenient stockades 
and blockhouses. But these have been 
abolished, and a worse fiend than the red 
Indian is to be found in the negro 
tramps and vagatonds who zo 
about seeking employment that they 
may presently find an opportunity to 
wreak their hate on the whites and at 
the same time satiate their lust. 

Thus it is that the country places are 
practically in a state of siege. No one 
knows where the next performance of 
the negro brute is to take place, where 
the ax or the knife ig to fall, or where 
the helpless victim of his lust is to send 
up her cry for vengeance. Under these 
circuanstances life ig not worth living; 
the strain of fear and terror are too 
great. Consequently a remedy must be 
found and that quickly. As Mr. Gar- 
rard says, the condition which would 
force the rural population to retreat to 
the villages for protection is war, and 
such a movement is not to be thought of. 
By some means or other, conditions in 
this state must be restored to their nor- 
mal status, so that the women and 
children may live and move in perfect 
safety, sure that the protecting hand 
of the law will guart!l them and give 
them security both night and day. Ufi- 
til that time comes there will be no real 
peace for either race in Georgia. 

Mr. Garrard’s open letter suggests the 
calling of a constitutional convention, 
so that our organic law may be revised 


to meet the new condition of affairs, un- 


dreamed of in 1877, and provide for the 
punishment of the class of crimes which 
are growing with alarming frequency. 
The law will have to mete out to these 
crimes a punishment ag suddep and as

They are necessary for two reasons. 
If the state is unable to protect its wo- 
men and children adequately, it may as 
well surrender its machinery into the 
hands of the people themselves. If the 
people are compelled to disregard the 
law in protecting their famities, the cue 
to disorder will be taken by the crim- 
inal classes, and society will be dis- 
solved into its original elemerts of rivt, 
chaos and confusion. 

Recent events have shown that a 
change in the organic law of the state 
is eV@n more necessary than The Con- 
stitution suggested a few months ago, 
and it is with pleasure that we give 
prominence to Mr. Garrard’s “Open Let- 
ter to the People.” It is with pleasure 
too, that we note the terse and emphatic 
way in which he deals with the subject. 
The people of Georgia are responsible to 
no one but themselves for the measures 
which they take for the protection of 
the women and children in this state. 
The rural regions cannot be surrendered 
to the negro rapists. The conserva- 
tive and thoughtful whites owe it to 
themselves and to their posterity to 
make such changes in their organic 
law as will redeem the country places of 
Georgia from the terror wrought by as- 
sassins and brutes. And the sooner 
measures of safety are taken, the bet- 
ter it will be for all concerned, for the 
law-abiding and industrious blacks as 
well as for the whites.

An Open Letter to the People. 

Editor Constitution—Among the various 
suggestions “how to protect our women,” 
the remedy is said by some to be in 
abandoning the lonely country home and 
congregating in villages. In other words, 
abandon our Deautiful country homes to 
negroes, through fear, and hold out the 
inducement to them that by a repet’tion 
of the Palmetto outrage they can possess 
all of this fair land except those parts 
contiguous to villages. It is not worth 
wiiile to seriously discuss this proposition. 
This country belongs to the Anglo-Saxon 
race, and God being our helper, fear -will 
not influence us to give any part of it up. 
We might as well face the situation as +t 
is, and recognize the evils that exist as 
well as the many blessings that residence 
iry Georgia bestows upon us. Let us not 
waste our time in trying to ascertain who 
is to blame for the present condition; suf- 
fice it to that it is a condition and 
not a theory that we face. The siate cf 
affairs that will foree the white race 
to retreat to the villages for proteciion is 
war, and before I would advise the white 
race to enter upon such a retreat I would 
advise them to meet war with war and 
force with forec until every part and 
parcel of this lang would be a safe abiding 
place for any law-abiding citizen whether 
that citizen be white or black. The con- 
stitution and laws of the state of Georgia 
were made to meet the demands of a civi- 
lized people; experience has shown us that 
they are not sufficient to prevent brutal- 
ity. 

I would suggest that the most effective 
manner of changing the existing state of 
things by constitutional methods would 
be to change the constitution itself, ond 
to further provide a different method for 
the trial and punishment of certain ciasses 
of crimes. Let a constitutional convention 
be called; put aside the cry of the dema- 
gogue who tells of its cost; remember the 
present condition of affairs; let your con- 
vention be composed of men who fear God, 
and fear nothing else; let them assemble 
and strike first at the importance: of all 
ignorant and vicious voters; rearrange the 
condition of affairs in Georgia so that it 
will not be possible for the floating vote 
control #; call things by their right 
names; and let the world know that we 
boldly intend and mean that the Anglo- 
Saxon race shall control the state of 
Georgia for the next hundred years, and 
forever. 

The condition of political affairs in 
Georgia has made ignorant and vicious 
negroes believe that they are the equals 
of the white man in everything. Strike 
at the cause and you will see the effect 
removed. Provide in your. constitution for 
a new class of crimes to be known as infa- 
mous crimes; under thege cfimes class 
all assaults upon women and allow the 
legislature from time to time to add to 
this class of crimes. Then provide that 
whenever an infamous crime is committed, 
an affidavit may -be filed with the ordi- 
nary of the county to that effect, and

In other words, provide 
for a speedy hearing that cannot in any 
event ‘be delayed. Provide further that the 
grand juries, instead of being discha ged 
at the end of the term, shall hold over 
until the beginning of the next term. Muke 
Srand jurors ex-officio peace officers, and 
let them make a report on the first day 
of the next term term of the court of 
all violations of law in the several evunties 
that have come to their knowledge during 
vacation. Make this gran@ jury 
to the instanter call of the judge. 
counties to take such measures fer their 
protection and the enforcement of the 
law, as they may see fit, for the employ- 
ment of county police, mounted or dis- 
mounted. 

It may be said that these reforms can 
be accomplished by legislation; it is possi- 
ble, but not likely. When changes are 
made by the legislature’ all such charges 
are subject to review by the supreme court 
on the question of their constitutionality;

have it done as a whole by a constitutional 
convention and not as a patch work con- 
sisting of successive amendments.

TO BE SOLD TODAY 


The Property Will Go to the Highest 
Bidder. 
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SALE OCCURS AT 11 O'CLOCK 


No Effort Will Be Made To Save It 
for the Veterans. 


PRIVATE PARTIES WILL ASSUME CONTROL 


Many Efforts Have Been Made Ty 
~ Carry Out the Original Purpose 
of Home, but Failed. 


The Confederate Soldiers’ home wil] be 
solid at auction this morning at ll o'clock 
in front of the courthouse door. It will be 
a bona fide sale to the highest bidder. The 
Sale will take place under order of the 
court, which was issued some time ago by 
Judge Lumpkin, directed to the trustees, 

No prospective bidders have yet made 
themselves known, ‘but there have been 
many inquirfes and a number of parties 
have visited the home and the grounds 
and inspected both with a view of bur- 
ing. 

The value of the property is very great, 
as it is one of the most desirable tracts 
near the city. It has it the large 
building which was originally built for a 
soldiers’ home, but never was allowed by 
the staié to be utilized for that purpose, 
and besides this are many acreg of 
land on an eminence overlooking the city. 
The land is rolling with sufficient forest to 
make it very suitable for any purpose, 
whether a park or for cultivation. 

The sale-of the home this morning wil] 
be the closing chapter in its history, whieh 
has been one of disappointment to the 
confederate veterans of the state and to 
the organization of the Daughters of jhe 
Confederacy.

The home was built several years ago 
by a large subscription raised through the 
efforts of the late Henry W. Grady. The 
money for the purpose was obtained from 
every little town and hamlet in the south, 


Many substantial subscriptions were given 


by persons living in the north, and some 
were tendered by soldiers of 
army who had helped to disable the old 
soldiers for whom the charitable undertak- 
ing was intended to create a home. 

The building is a large one, capable of 
accommodating several hundred persons, 
and when it was completed it had all the 
necessary adjuncts to turn it immediately, 
with the addition of some interior furnish- 
ing, into a home for the soldiers. 

The home was officially tendered to the 
general assembly for acceptance on behalf 
of the state. An appropriation would have 
been necessary for the maintenance of the 
home had the state accepted it, and when 
the proposition for this purpose was made 
in the lower house a warm fight ensued, 
When the vote was taken the home was 
refused. 

,Other dispositions were tried, but none 
proved successful. The last-andertaking te 
save the home from falling into the hands 
of mercenery persons and the complete 
loss of it to the state was made by

Councilman Thomson has been irciined to 
oppese the new library ever since che move- 
ment was started. Councilman Hammond 
intimated yesterday this opposition prompt- 
ed Colonel Thomson in his attack on Mr. 
Martin; that not being able to stem the 
municipal sentiment in favor of the institu- 
tion, he was now attempting to give the 
library a black eye by stavbing one of its 
original premoters.

Ex-Governor W. 8. Northen had been 
agreed on in the caucus of councilmen last 
week for the two-year term from the city, 
but a letter was read from him yesterday 
afternoon stating it would .be impossible 
for him to serve on account of urgent busi- 
ness. There was consequently a race be- 
tween Darwin G, Jones and Ben H. Hill for 
the position, and Mr. Jones won by a vote 
of twelve t6 seven,. 

The trustees as elected by the council are 
as follows: 

From the library—W. M.° Kelley, six 
years; J. R. Nutting, five years; E. M. 
Mitchell, four years; F. J. Paxon, three 
years; Alex Meyer, two years; T. H. Mar- 
tin, one year. 

From the city at large—W. M. Slaton, six 
years; H. H. Cabaniss, five years; Julian 
Harris, four years; T. J. Day, three years; 
Darwin Jones, two years; W. S. Elkin, one 
year, 

Detail of the Controversy. 

Clerk Greene read a report from the 
Young Men’s Library Association giving 
the names of the nominees for the directors 
of the new library. Councilman A. P, 
Thomson moved to concur in the action of 
the Young Men's Library Association. 
Councilman Thomson wanted to know if 
the trustees were to be elected separately 
or together. Chairman Mitchell ruled that 
there should be separate nominations and 
separate elections. The rules were suspend- 
ed for the election and Mayor Woodward 
took the chair. 

Councilman Hammond moved that the ac- 
tion of the library officials be confirmed. 
Mayor Woodward ruled that an election, in- 
stead of a confirmation, was necessary. The 
letter from ex-Governor Northen was then 
read, and Mr. Rice moved that the resigna- 
tion be accepted. Colonel Thomson made 
the point there was nothing to accept s0 
far in that ex-Governor Northen had mere- 
ly been named in a caucus. 

‘Messrs. W. M. Kelley, J. R. Nutting, E. 
M. Mitchell, F. J. Paxon and Alex Meyer 
from the library were elected in succession 
without opposition. .Colone] Thomson then 
secured the floor. 

“I move,” said he, ‘‘that Mr, Martin be 
not elected. Personally I have nothing 
against Mr. Martin. I do not know what 
the result of this will be, nor does it matter 
to me. The action of the Young Men's 
Library Association, however, so far as Mr. 
Martin is concerned, should.not be concur- 
red in. ‘As is well known, he is secretary of 
the Atlanta Business Men’s League and the 
members of that organization have at- 
tempted to bulldoze this council into voting 
for him. I would like to please them, but 
I am opposed to Mr. Martin. I consider 
this a very important election. I think it 
a pity this library question ever came up at 
all. I see clouds hovering about it already. 
Mr. Martin may be an active, energetic 
business man, but he is the most persistent 
office seeker on th? face of the living earth. 
He has had nearly every office in Atlanta, 
and his capacious maw does not seem to 
be satisfied yet. He has only been a mem- 
ber of the Young Men’s library one year, 
and there are many men in Atlanta who 
were present at the birth of this institution 
and who nave been sidetracked in this elec- 
tion in order to push Mr. Martin to the 
front. If the new library cannot be run 
without Mr. Martin, I say elect him. He 
has outlined, though, the style of man 
that should be chosen for this place. From 
a story I recently read in an Atlanta news- 
paper, it seems to me the younger men in 
charge of the Young Men's library attempt- 
ed to elect themselves trustees. Mr. Mar- 
tin worked vigorously for his own election. 
In the newspaper article Mr. Martin is 
quoted as stating the directors of the 
Young Men’s library were better qualified 
to elect the new directors than the mem- 
bership. I also wish to read the following 
letter. recently received by me, which 
speaks for itself: / 


‘“sMay I, 1899.—Colonel’ W. S. Thomson, 
A*ttanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I hand you here- 
with a clipping from The Atlanta Journa] 
of March 8, 1899, in reference to the action 
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No matter what line of business you are in, printed matter is 


a necessity. It is out of the question to do without it—so no 


one attempts to. But many business men do not seem to realize 


the importance of having only the best. You claim that your 
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high-grade, well-printed letter head, or do you feel that such 


matters make no difierence? Here is a point worth thinking

clation. 


“On the occasion referred to by The 
Journal, Mr. T. 4H.

for the place is fit to be one of the trus- 
tees.

“T leave it t ou councilmen as to wheth- 
er Mr. Martin Was been scrambling for this 
position. Since our caucus he has been 
most persistent. Are we going to eclect_a 
man who has stated: ‘A man who would 
scramble for the position is not worthy 
it?? Darwin Jones, one of the ‘athers of 
the present library, held off during that 
election expecting fair play, while the 
Others in the race did the work ard got 
elected, According to Mr. Martin's own 
idea of a qualification for the position he 
is not fit to be a library director. lfe holds 
too many offices in Atlanta already. I be- 
lieve in giving those who have teen here 
longer a chance.”’ : 


Mayson’s Defense of Martin. 

“The entire matter of chosing its ncmi- 
ness,’’ said Mr. Mayson, “was iIcft to the 
Young Men’s Library. It ts true we have 
the right to rejuct any or all of ‘he nomi- 
nees, but if we do so we should have a 
mighty good reason, and Lecause the romi- 
nees are not worthy of the position. It 
should mean the nominees have not the 
mental or moral capacity for such duties. 
The failure of this council to elect Mr. 
Martin would be that kind of a reflection 
On him. It would be a blow that wceuld 
make him hang his head in shame: that 
would make his wife cry, and his children 
be ashamed to associate with other chil- 
@iren. Only a criminal would deserve it. 
What has Mr. Martin Gone to deserve the 
fierce attack that has been made on him? 
His only crime is success. As secretary of 
the Business League, he renders service 
for money. There is no crime there. The 
Young Men's Library recognized his busi- 
ness ability and nominated him. That ma- 
jority vote should certainly have greeter 
effect with us than the reasons urged by 
the gentleman from the fourth. Other 
candidates for these positions did e¢lection- 
eering. That is nothing to Mr. Martin's 
discredit, He should have this position un- 
less there is some serilous charge against 
hés character, and such has not. been 
Drought out here.” 

Warm Speech from Hammond. 

“Mr. Mayson has expressed my senti- 
ments exactly,’’ said Cojonel Hammond. 
“The motion of CoaunciIman Thomson is, 
in my opinion, the most damagiiug ever 
heard in this body. Have we errived at the 
point in our city when we criticise a man 
for success—when we slap him and his 
family in the face because he 1s able to oc- 
cupy a position of responsibility and trust? 
The text of Colonel Thomson is his op- 
position to this new library. He opposed 
the movement from the first, and now he 
comes forward and proposes to stab one 
of the mfen who started it. The Young 
Men's Library has recognized Mr. Martin's 
ability. The young men are gradually tak- 
ing the places of the old ones, and as for 
the charge of scrambling for the office, 
who in this council has Mr. Martin asked 
to vote for him? Has he asked you, Colonel 
Thomson?” 

‘S.will answer later,” was the reply. 

“T never heard of Mr. Martin running for 
anything,”’ continued Mr. Hammond. He 
has been the-right-hand bower of Mr. Kel- 
ley and it was largely through these twa 
men the Carnegie gift was secured. If it 
were reported to pir. Carnegie that this 
council has refused to eject Mr. Martin, it 
would be eriminal end cruel. IT was not 
invited ‘to thmt caucus. I tremble to think 
the wrong this: council would do to an 
honest and innocert man, I trust this body 
will unanimously confirm the nominee of 
the library.”’ 


Will Not Benefit Library. 

‘T consider this a very unfortunate mat- 
ter,’’ said Councilman LaHatte. ‘‘This 
wrangle is not calculated to benefit the new 
library. I do not see that there ts anything 
against Mr. Martin. There has been no 
reason brought forward against his elec- 
tion that should be considercd. I have 
known him for a number of years, and he 
is an honorable and upright man. If he is 
defeated this thing will not stop in Atlanta. 
We will be severely criticisod in cities all 
over the country, and it will discourage 
men inclined to aid institutions of this 
character. Mr. Martin is a public citizen 
and has done much for Atlanta, and this 
council] cannot afford to publish the fact 
that we discourage the presence of such 
men among us.”’ 

“T have not the pleasure of knowing Mr. 
Martin,”’ said Dr. Roy, “but what has been 
said here this afternoon has raised him ¢on- 
siderably ir my estimation. If success is 
to be derounce then 1 must say the out- 
look for the ambitious is discouraging. Mr. 
Martin is a native Georgian, and should be 
elected.’’ . 

Dr. Turner sald: ‘‘There should be some 
mighty good reason for turning Mr. Martin 
down before this council should take such 
4 step. Mr. Martin was borr in Georgia 
went to New York when young, and was 
éighteen years of age before he entered a 
schvolhouse, and he is ene of the smartest 
men I ever saw. Iam treasurer of a con- 
cern of which he is secretary, and he 
makes a mighty good officer.’’ . 

Colonel Thomson Again. 

‘Colonel Thomson spoke again us follows:

This, however, is 
an age when money is adored, and when 
men scramble for financia] gain.

I would rather give $300 out of my 
own pocket than to accept the $100,900 gift 
of Andrew Carnegie. It seems in this case 
that everybody is looking out for himself, 
and that we fear the voice of the combine 
lest we may not get something for ourselves 
in future, It is evident. a great many of 
the councilmen have changed since !ast we 
met, and I, therefore, withdraw my mo- 
tion.”’ 


Mr. Martin Is Elected. 


Alderman Mayson then nominated Mr. 

Councilman 
Thomson asked to be excused from voting, 
and his request was granted. Mr. Martin 
received elghteen votes, according to the an- 
nouncement of the chair. The counc!] then 
proceeded to the election of the trustees 
from the city. 

W. M. Slaton, H. H. Cabaniss, Julian 
Harris, T. J. Day and W. S. Elkin were 
elected unanimously. Alderman KHice nomi- 
nated Darwin G. Jones for tne two year 
term, originally scheduled for cx-Governor 
Northen. Councilman Day nominated Ben

It seems that there is decided opposition 
among the colored population to the peti- 
tion of T. W. Clarke, which was presented 
to council, asking that a separate board of 
education be established.

Reid, was read by Clerk Greene imme- 
diately after the original petition; 

Atlanta, Ga., ‘May 1, 1899.—To the Coun- 
ell of the City of Atlanta: I notice with 
surprise and indignation in the columns 
of The Atlanta Journal a petition filed 
by one T. W. Clarke, in which petition 
he asks that the colored people be given 
a colored board cf ePecation, naming 
himself as general Manager. It is my 
purpose here to state that the best class 
of colored people are shocked in dum- 
founded amazement at such petition; 
not, however, because they so much 
approve a colored board, but it is at the 
idea of a board of incompetent men, 
with one still more incompetent as their 
superintendent. Now permit me to say 
that while the men whom he desires ap- 
pointed as members of that board are, 
to my knowledge, some of them, good 
men, still they are not competent to 
bave charge of the educationg! training 
of our children. And if there is any- 
thing under the 6un We are to be care- 
ful about, it is the educational, moral 
and religious training of our children. 
We would not object to having colored 
representation on the board, but we 
would want them to be thoroughly com- 
petent. Had we gone out in search of 
an incompetent man, we would not 
have reached the climax in our search 
until we had found T. W. Clark@ and 
the great proof of this lies in his nam- 
ing and personally Placing on file him- 
self to fill the important position of 
superintendent or general manager, as 
he terms it. We do earnestly hope that 
the council will pay no attention to this 
wild outbreak of T. W.. Clarke’s igno- 
rance. but will put that petition, with 
the other trash. in the waste basket. 
Respectfully, yours, M. M. REID. 
Quite a number of ~prominent negroes 

were present to witness the proceedings on 
the question, among *Whom were T. W. 
Clarke. Jackson McHenry sent a note to 
the clerk’s desk stating he ddsired to be 
heard in opposition to the Clarke petition 
in case Clarke made a speech for it. Dr. 
H. R. Butler also sent a cOmmunication to 
council denying that he had ever signed or 
authorized any one to sign his name to a 
petition asking for a sé€parate board of 
education. 

On motion of Alderman Turner the entire 
matter was tabled indefinitely. This means 
that the Clarke petition will never be 
granted, and that the school management 
will not be changed. 


May Improve Edgewood Avenue. 

Chairman H. E. W. Palmer, of the board 
of county commissioners, appeared before 
council with a proposition from the county 
board to share equally with the city the 
expense of bringing Edgewood avenue to a 
better grade, as contemplated last year. 

Mr. Palmer read an order passed by the 
county board at its June session of last 
year agreeing to do half the work if the 
city would do the other half, and agreeing 
to appropriate not- over $15,000 therefor. He 
thought .that council should lend its co- 
operation in the matter, and had no doubt 
that the- improvement would be a great 
thing for that part of the city, 

The matter was referred to the street and 
finance committees jointly. There is a 
strong sentiment in council in favor of this 
improvement, and it is probable that the 
work will be done. 

The aldermanic board last week refused 
to concur in the ordinance of Councilman 
Pope allowing the sanitary, street and fire 
departments to purchase their own supplies. 
A report of this action was made yester- 
day afternoon and adopted, 

The ordinance allowing the Consolidated 
to double track its ine around the corner 
of Pryor and Alabama streets was adopted. 
An appropriation was made paying Mrs. 
Porter for ten feet of her land, which was 
necessary to widen Porter’s alley. Venable 
Bros. were given the contract for paving 
the new street with brick. 

An ordinance was passed prohibiting any 
one tearing up the new pavement. on 
Whitehall street five years after it is laid. 
The measure also requires the Bell Tele- 
phone company to dispense with its poles 
between Windsor street and the Central 
railroad crossing and to lay underground 
conduits. The Atlanta Standard Telephone 
Company ,was also given authority to lay 
conduits on Whitenall street. 

An ordinance was adopted requiring all 
offices in the city hall to close at 2 o'clock 
every Saturday from May Ist to September 
Ist. This movement Was inaugurated by 
H. lL. Schlesinger. 

Ed PP. Ansley presented an invitation 
to the council to go to a piece of property 
near the Chattahoochee river to fnspect it 
for a federal prison site. He offered to 
furnish an engine and coach for the party. 
The invitation was referred to the federal 
prison committee,

The car is aefinelv constructed affair 
of steel and iron, and runs on sixteen 
wheels. The marble shaft occupies the en- 
tire car. 

The shaft was quarried with difficulty, 
and represents a great amount of work. It 
is conceded to be the largest block of mar- 
ble ever quarried in this state, as it con- 
tains 500 cubic feet. 

Another large piece of marble quarried 
by the same: company was on exhibition 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position, in 1895, but Was only about half 
the size of the shaft now in. Atlanta. The 
block exhibited here weighed about 55,000 
pounds, and at. the time attracted a great 
amount of attention from visitors to the 
exposition. 

‘he gizantic block which arrived yester- 
day was sidetracked in the railway yards 
below Magnolia street bridge, but today it 
will be brought up to the Broad street 
bridge and left for several hours on exhi- 
bition. 

Later in the dav it Wil be transferred to 
the Southern railway, and will be sent to 
its destination at Providence, R. I. Howell 
Peeples, traveling freight agent of the 
Southern, will have charge of the block un- 
tli it is turned over to Norcross Bros. 

The block was brought here rithout 
trouble, although it had to pass over a 
number of trestles on the way to Atlanta. 
It is probable that it will reach Providence 
in a short time, and will at once be turn- 
ed into one of the handsomest marble 
shafts ever used in the construction of a 
building. 

It is understood that this is the first of 
a number of like shafts ordered to be used 
in the structure of the new State Savings 
bank in Detroit, and the fact that the 
contract for the material was closed with 
a southern firm is of More than passing 
interest. 

It is said that the marble quarried in 
Georgia is of such quality as to be in erent 
demand throughout the north for 
buildings, and many of the magnificent 
buildings in Chicago, Detroit and other im- 
portant cities are constructed in part of 
marble from this state. — 

The huge block was photographed soon 
after its arrival in the railway yards, and 
these pictures will be sent out by the 
company as interesting views of the prod- 
ucts of Georgia.

Bears Confidence and Passage of For

Effect. 


New York, May 1—The market today suf- 
fered severely from general liquidation and 
confident operations ‘by the »bears. The 
passage of the Ford fraachise tax bill early 
unsetiied the market because of the weak- 
ness displayed by the stocks most concerne 
ed. Supporting orders by parties largely 
identified with various properties and cover- 
ing by the shorts, steadied the market for 
a While and some recoveries occurred. A 
reneWal of large offerings brought prices 
down in a semi-demoralized fashion and 
the closing was at the lowest for praciicale 
ly all stocks. Stop loss orders were rnet in 
a variety of stocks and the press'lre con- 
tinued to the end. 

The- pronounced strength in steriing ex- 
change aroused an expectation in some 
quarters of exports of gold, Pui although 
opinion as to the probability of this wes di- 
vided, there. were enormous sales of both 
accounts in the market. 

Money ranged up to 8 ver cent, but cloed 
at half that figure. The sites vy moueye 
of copper stocks recently was one reasén 
for the strength of sterling exshange, but 
the more immediate cause was the transfer 
of the Spantsh indemnity warrants foe $20,- 
HOO. to the representative of Svan, who 
Was reported to have called gor instructions 
as to the manner of transfersinge the funds 
to Spain. This gave color to the rumor that 
the transfer had not yet veea anticipa ed 'n 
the sterling exchange marxet, but this, of 
course, Was purely conjec: ire.

International Silver 43, Continental 
Tobacco 47, and American Steel and Na- 
tional Steel 4 each. There was also pro- 
nounced weakness in People's Gas, Tennes- 
See Coal and practically all of-the other 
industrials. From the extreme depression 
there were but few recoveries, among which 
was Air Brake 82 and Metropolitan, Su- 
gar and Third avenue over a point each. 
Amone the railways the losses ranged up 
to 4%, in northwest with the average 
where about 2.

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GOVERNOR'S PARTY 
WILL LEAVE TODAY 


Chief Executive and Staff Go To Attend 
Dedication of State Monument. 


MANY TO VISIT BATTLEFIELD 


Chickamauga Park Will Be Thronged 
with Georgia Citizens Thursday. 


J, €. C, BLACK TO DELIVER THE ORATION 


Governor Candler and His Party Will 
Be Joined by Governor of Ken- 
tucky in Chattanooga. 


Governor Candler and the members of his 
staff and party to take part in the exer- 
cCises of the dedication of the Georgia mon- 
ument at Chickamauga will leave the city, 
this afternoon at 5 o'clock for Chattanooga. 

In addition to the staff of the chief execu- 
tive, all of whom will accompany him 
with few-exceptions, the party will consist 
of a number of ladies headed by Mrs. Allen 
PD. Candler. A number of statehouse ofli- 
clals will be present at the dedication exer- 
c:ses, but they will leave the city tomorrow 
afternoon, arriving in Chattanooga in time 
to be on hana during Georgia day. 

The governor's party will make its head- 
quarters at the Southern hotel in Chatta- 
nooga, while the governor of Kentucky and 
his staff will be provided for at the Reid 
house, 

It was the hope of Adjutant General 
Byrd that the Fifth infantry of Georgia 
militia could be present and take part in 
the dedication, but it is now practically 
settled that the state will have no military 
representation at all. A large party of 
Atlantians, headed by the members of the 
state monument commission living in this 
city, will go up on the same train with Gov- 
ernor Candler, and Georgia will be well 
represented, despite the fact that the mili- 
tary companies of the city could not be 
inguced to go, 

Arriving in Chattanooga Governor Can- 
dier and his party will spend tomorrow 
morning at Lookout Mountain and later ac- 
company the governor of Kentucky and his 
staff to Chickamauga park, where the Ken- 
tucky state monument is to be dedivared 
The exercises; will be similar in every re- 
spect as thcee to be held on Georgia day, 
Which is the day following. ‘Toniorrow. 
night will be spent in Chattanooga by the 
party, and Thursday, accompanied by the 
ecvernor of Kentucky, Governer Candler 
and staff will @o out to the park to take 
part in dedicating the Georgia shaft to all 
from this state who fought on the fumcus 
battlefield. 

‘che monument is to be presented to the 
State by Major Cummings, of Augusta, a 
member of the state commission, and Gov- 
ernor Candler wilil formally receive the 
shaft in the name of the state. 

The addresses of Major Cummings and 
Gevernor Candler wili poth be short, and 
the oration of the day will be delivered by 
Hon. J. C. C. Black, of Augusta, 

The address of Mr. Black is looked for- 
ward to with interest, and his wide repu- 
tation as an orator, as wel] as the theme 
presented by the occasion, will serve to at- 
tract a lurge audience to the battlefield, 

The monument will be the first Georgia 
étate Monument ever dedicated to the mem- 
ory of the cuonfedereie soldier, and the oc- 
casion will be a unique ard impressive one 
for that reason. . 

While in Chattanovga Governor Candler 
and Governor Pradiey, of Kentucky, will 
take part in the floral parade to be cele- 
brated in that city. 

The exccutive party will probably leave 
Chattanooga for Atlanta ou the return trip 
Thursday evening and reach here Friday 
morning.

No final examinations wiil be held in the 
public schools this year. This the ob- 
ject for which the meeting was called, The 
action was taken at the recommendation 
of President Smith, and the announcement 
of it will be a relief not only to the pupils, 
but also to the teachers. 

The was called for 6 o'clock last 
evening, and all members were present ex- 
cept Luther Rosser and W. B. Miles. The 
latter is out of the elty, and Mr. Rosser 
Was attending to a law case. It is believed 
the notification did not reach him. 

Immedtately after the session was de- 
clared open, Mr. Douglas secured the floor 
und congratulated the board upon the selec- 
tion of its president as president of the 
International Sunday School convention. 
Mr. Smith responded in a few words, and 
the meeting, having thus begun harmoni- 
ously, continued so until the end. .Mr. 
Smith stated the objeet of the meeting. 

Hie Was uppointed some time ago to con- 
fer with the principals of the schools re- 
garding the question of final examtmations.

Mr. Smith 
reported that the examinations were for- 
meriy of value, because they Kept pupils 
in the grades of different schools in the 
same portions of the text books, but that 
the same end Was now subserved by tne 
normal classes, the teachers of certain 
grades mapping out at each session of the 
school the work for the ensuing two weeks. 

This report of Mr. Smith's was made 
verbally to the board. He recommended 
that rule twelve, of the board regulations, 
be suspended fur this year.
